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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . In response to the Office action sent electronically 10/1 1/2007 the 
Amendment has been received on January 1 1 , 2008. 
Claims 1-15 have been amended 
Claim 16 has been canceled. 
Claims 1-15 are currently pending in this application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 is allowed because prior art fails to teach or make obvious a method for 

operating a magnetohydrodynamic pump for a liquid-metal anode of an X-ray source 
comprising: melting the liquid-metal in a first thawing mode in which the liquid metal is 
melted in a line of the liquid-metal anode; and pumping the liquid-metal in a second 
operating mode in which the liquid metal is pumped through the line and X-ray beams 
are produced, wherein in thawing mode, the engine of the pump is constantly switched 
on and off in turn as claimed in combination with all of the remaining limitation of the 
base claim. 

Claims 2-15 are allowable by virtue of their dependence. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments, see page 5, filed January 1 1 , 2008, with respect to 
claims 8-15 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 8- 
15 has been withdrawn. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Harding et al. (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0016789 
A1 and US Patents 6,647,094 B2 and 6,925,151 B2) teaches the methods and 
apparatus comprising x-ray source with a liquid metal target but fail to teach modes of 
operating a magnetohydrodynamic pump for the liquid-metal target.
